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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments in response to rejection of 
claims 1 , 4-33 are not persuasive. Regarding claim 1 Gyotoku indeed discloses protective film having two layers , one layer comprising 
moisture absorbing insulating compound layer and a second layer of thin metal material of Ag, In, Cu . Moisture proof capability of such 
materials is further evidenced by U.S. Patent 6,696,178 to Igarshi (column 17 lines 13-20). Regarding claim 10 Yang teaches metal laye 
enhances heat dissipation and hence it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine teaching of Yang with AAPA 
providing heat-exhausting layer over the seal cover plate. Regarding claim 19 the Examiner notes that Yang discloses heat-exhausting 
layer provided on the protective film. 

Regarding claim 26, Examiner notes that although Shi et al. do not teach explicitly the metal thin film transfers heat form the 
electroluminescent layer, the metal film 26 being in contact with the metal layer 24 which has its thermal coefficient matching with the 
buffer layer below, will conduct heat, metals being known in the art to be good conductor of heat. 

For the reasons stated above the rejection of claims 1 , 4-33 presented in the Final Rejection mailed April 22, 2004 is deemed proper. 
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
